By  livii^  obedientty  to 
God's  commandments  c  and 
yiriding  to  His  call  upon  our 
lives,  we  denumstmte  to  non- 
bdtievmrs  die  magnifiomice  oi 
God.  TNs  is  not  to  say  that  we 
caify  know  God  when  we  are 
peifect,  but  diat  our  ^raune 
cte^  to  pksme  God  is  at  the 
core  of  our  lifestyle. 

Pleasing  God  means  dwt;^ 
oc^t  to  strive  to  five  harmo¬ 
niously  widi  His  children, 
bfoah  Webteer  defines  harmo¬ 
ny  as  *a  pleasing  combination 
of  the  dements  forming  a 
udwte.*  This  does  not  imply 
dtet  I  am  to  force  you  to  emg 
my  note,  but  diat  we  are  to 
strike  an  et^oyable  arrange¬ 
ment  that  draws  odiets  to  our 
musical  oflering  instead  of 
rqititow  diem  by  our  disctxd. 

We  best  dmnonstrate  our 
relationship  with  God  when 
we  express  love  toward  one 
another.  Are  we  fervently  and 
sweetly  inviting  peo|^  to  |oin 
us  on  Sundays?  When  our 
Sunday  School  dassm  receive 
visitors,  are  they  embraced 
with  graciousness  and  enthusi¬ 
asm  as  we  would  welcome 


guetis  in  our  hemes?  When 
others  are  absent  is  dieir 
health  or  well-being  only  a 
H^pk  for  &ssaip  or  tm  we 
moved  to  check  upon  them? 
When  one  amm^  us  is  huitif^ 
afflicted,  or  grtning,  do  we 
care  to  dosofnraiii^  hxr  dwm? 

John's  admonition  is  dnur:  if 
we  hate  our  brodiee  we  do  not 
live  as  God's  usdmssadors.  We 
are  lodbig  ourskves  by  riaim- 
ing  to  live  for  God  if  our  wit¬ 
ness  bears  a  dififesenf  tnessagf 
than  IBs. 

When  we  dedaie  oiusrives 
to  be  Christum,  we  love  God  by 
obeying  Him.  When  we  pro- 
daim  ourselves  as  Chtisnan, 
we  ateo  modalm  that  we  love 
God's  dttldien.  If  we  caU  our¬ 
selves  Christian,  then  we 
annmmce  diat  Giod's  (fesres 
are  foionost  to  us,  and  we  care 
not  Imr  this  wc^'s  offerings. 

By  flowing  all  three  of 
these  mandates  we  then  know 
beyond  any  doubt  diat  we 
have  a  relationship  widi  God. 
As  die  man  of  Gcti  accurately 
insists,  *We  wfll  know  diat  we
